They fill boaft, that they fear 
nothing ; and that they are refolved to Sacrifice their 
Lives and Fortunes, rather than return under che 
Dominion of the Genoefe; but perhaps they will be 
of another Opinion, when they hear of the Confine- 
ment of the Baron de Neuhoff, who.is kept Prifoner 
in the Caftie of Gaeta.
